could poſſibly be adviſed thereof; that if completed on captain Brohier's plan, they 
would not coſt fo little as pounds fterling 600,000 ; beſides the amazing expence 
of maintaining a gariſon of 2,500 Europeans, and 3, ooo ſepoys, which would be 
neceſſary to defend them; that they could not avoid expreſſing their great uneaſi-

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brick contractor ought, I apprehend, upon its being clearly aſcertained, to be made good to 
him by the contractors for firewood; but if he had been fully and regularly ſupplied with wood, 
it does not appear to me, that he would have completed much above Half of his contract; and 
he is of courſe liable to the penalty for non- performance of it. I he Committee obſerve, that the 
brick contractor had been greatly deficient in his contract ; for though there ſtands 282,66,900 
bricks received by the ſtorekeeper of works account, to the 3iſt July, yet it appears that the 
broken bricks were included in the quantity, reckoning three halves to a whole one; and it 
ſhould ſeem, that the engineer was under a neceſſity of taking fo large a quantity of broken 
bricks, for want of whole ones to go on with the works. The contract was for three corore 
of whole bricks, to be delivered by the zoth September 1771, and as many broken ones, beſides, 
as ſhould be wanted. By the brick inſpector's report, entered on the Committee's proceedings 
of the 24th October 1771, the contraftor has delivered, to the 2d of that month, only 
115,10, 00; ſo that the whole quantity of 47,70,000 raw bricks, which the inſpectors report 
were at one time on the ground, more than there was wood fufficient to burn, ſuppoſing them 
to have been all ſpoiled tor want of wood, they would, if actually burnt, not have made the 
deliveries amount to more than half the quantity contracted for; and that ſuch a lofs would 
have happened from that circumſtance is very improbable, becauſe there was, at that time, wood 
ſufficient to burn 26, 70, ooo; and before that work could be completed, more muſt have been 
received, as it was bringing in daily, The propoſals of Major Watſon appear to me very ad- 
vantageous to the Company, and might ſtill be rendered more ſo, I underſtand that he means 
to ſupply the whole quantity wanted, if his propoſals are accepted: and only mentions two 
corore as the probable conſumption of one year, That gentleman obſerves, that the ſaving 
thereby will be at leaſt three Arcot rupees per thouſand, for all the bricks that may 
be wanted for the new fort; but it is only to become effective, in caſe the 1 

- Purchale 
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phrchaſe the docks { and, in his calculation, he includes intereſt for a long time to come, and a 
compenſation for the labour and pains of the contractors of the docks, to make it amount to 
three rupees. Whatever benefit is to accrue to the Company from Major Watſon's propoſals, 
I apprehend, ought to be certain and immediate; that is, in the price of the bricks; and ſeveral 
of the members, now preſent, ſeem to be of that opinion, as well as myſelf. The major ſays, 
that Arcot rupees 1. 12 per thouſand, or 35,000 Arcot rupees will be ſaved on two corore, by 
not removing the earth excavated from the docks, but by making it into bricks. To render 
this advantage immediate, the bricks ought to be charged only at Arcot rupees 4. 12 per thou. 
ſand ; which I can venture to ſay, Major Watſon would agree to, provided he had the whole 
contract given to him, and was permitted to inſert in the accounts of the docks the expence 
which he muſt be at for removing the earth, in caſe it is not made into bricks. By this means 

above a fourth part of the whole expence of bricks, for the new fort, would be immediate]; 
ſaved to the Company; according to the preſent reſolution, no ſaving at all will accrue, ny 
even on that moiety intended to be given to Major Watſon, unleſs in the future price of the 
docks, ſhould the Company purchaſe them, he other advantages, of goodneſs in quality, 
and the certainty of a reguiar ſupply, which the major ſets forth would attend the acceptance 
of his offer, are certainly juſt, It muſt be allowed, the bricks. are much better burnt in the 
kilns erected at the docks, than in the ordinary way; and I have known frequent inſtances of 
the work's being at a ſtand, from the bricks nat being brought from the other fide of the river, 
for want of boats, or fair weather to tranſport them. The only objection I know to the ac. 
ceptance of Major Watſon's propoſals is, his being connected with the Company's ſervice, and 
the. general rule, that none in that ſtation are to be contractors; but that difficulty ſeems to be 
in a great meaſure obviated in the preſent cafe, as the brick inſpectors, the ſtorekeeper of the 
works, and the chief engineer, are all of them checks on both the quantity and quality of the 
bricks received and expended,

vernar and council in their ſecret department; and contains the ſtate and progreſs of the fig 
works from the time lieutenant colone) Campbell took charge thereof, to the 31ſt January 
1772. The following extracts of the general letter to Bengal, dated the 25 of March 1772; 
and of the anſwet of the preſident and council, dated 16th November 1772; conclude this nar. 
rative of the proceedings relative to the new fort, and other public buildings in Bengal. 


Extract of General Letter to Bengal, dated 25th March 1772. | 

Par. 35. As the buildings at Chittagong have ſo long been a heavy expence to the company, 
how greatly muſt we be ſurprized to nd that the plan which has been undertaken at that fac.

No other conſideration than our earneſt deſire to have the fortifications of Calcutta com- 
pleted with all poſſible expedition, could have induced us to apply ſo large a ſum annually for per- 
feing thoſe and all other neceſſary works; and we cannot but be of opinion, that the ſame wilt 
be more than ſufficient for the N intended: We therefore expect that you manifeſt your 
regard to the company's intereſt and orders, not only by forbearing to engage in new deſigns,

43. From what we have above obſerved, you will be led to expect that we cannot approve of 
your permitting apartments to be erected at Mootejill for the aſſiſtants to the council of revenue:

had ſuch experience of the little regard which is had to frugality in conſtructions F kind,

Prior to this, we had, from our 
own ideas of what was fit and conſonant to the ſpirit of your general directions, curtailed the 
plans of ſeveral works which were carrying on, particularly that of the cantonments of Burtam- 
pore, Which, to our extreme concern, we find has been drawn out to a ſum greatly exceeding 
what was orginally intended, 8

is an object which the board appear to have moſt ſtrenuouſly at heatt. The ad-

The board entirely cohcurred with the General in the propriety of What he re- 
commended to them: having ordered colonel Sir Robert Barker, and the chief en- 
gineer, to attend them on that fabjet ; they gave it as their joint opinion, that 
the utmoſt advantages might be derived from having fortified poſts upon the river, 
and that they ought to be ſufficieritly ſtrong to oblige an enemy to break ground 
before they could take them, in order to impede the enemy's progteſs, and that we 
might obtain the more time to prepare againſt ſudden invaſion.

Since cloſing our letter, we have received an addreſs from Major Waſon to our board, with 
two reports, and plans of the cantonments at Dinapore and Burrampore ; which we beg 
leave to ſend you as papers of the packet. From theſe you will find, that the. canton- 
ments at Dinapore may be conſidered as completed, and thoſe at Burrampore will be fo by 
the end of the year; and we have the pleaſure to acquaint you, that the three redoubts exected 
at Budge Budge are entirely compleat ; and the old fort there, by a ſmall alteration, and by 
clearing the ditch, is become very formidable; and from their advantageous ſituation, vici- 
nity to each other, and the number of cannon they can bring to bear on any veſſel failing 
up the river, we think it ſcarcely poſſible that ſuch a poſt can be forced, without imminent 
riſque to an enemy ; and at all events give the greateſt ſecurity to the preſidency, by retard.

Narrative of the Defactien of the Officers of the Army in Bengal, in the Year 1 766. 


7 HE mutinous defection of the officers of the army in Bengal, in the year 1766, is an 
event ſcarcely to be paralleled in the hiſtory of any age or country. In order to 
give as diſtin an account as poſſible of ſo confuſed a ſcene, it may be neceſſary to 


* 


explain the circumſtance which is alledged to have given rife to the combination, although 


the eye of an impartial obſerver on the ſpot could not fail to diſcover, that the licentious diſ- 
poſition of the Company's civil ſervants not only coincided with, but actually infected, the 
military branch. » | 

It is many years fince the Eaſt-India Company, in conſideration of the extraordinary 
. and inconveniences unavoidably incurred during the campaigns in that country, 
indulged the officers in their ſervice with a certain allowance per diem, excluſive of their 
pay. This allowance originally went and ſtill goes by the name of Batta,” or Field Ex- 
pences. | | | | | 

When the Engliſh forces took the field, in conjunction with the Nabob Jaffier Ally Cawn, 
after the battle of Plaſſey, our military expences were, agreeably to treaty, defrayed by his 
Excellency, who' likewiſe thought proper to encreaſe the emoluments of the officers, by 
granting them a double allowance, which of courſe obtained the name of Double Batta ;” 
and Lord Clive, at that time, in order that the gentlemen ſhould not too confidently depend 
upon the continuance of this new bounty, repreſented to them, that it was merely a tempo- 
rary indulgence of the Nabob, an indulgence not enjoyed by our officers in any other part 
of India, and could only continue to thoſe, in Bengal during his Excellency's pleaſure. The 
expence of this double batta however, though firſt introduced and paid by Taffier Ally Cawn, 
was, in proceſs of time, throwu upon the Company; who, unwilling to adopt ſuch an ex- 
penſive precedent, notwithſtanding the revenues of ſeveral diſtrits of lands had been aſſigned 
over by the Nabob to the Company for defraying the charges of the army, repeatedly iſſued 
orders, in the moſt poſitive terms, that it ſhould be aboliſhed. But the ſituation of their 
military and political affairs in Bengal was ſo frequently critical, and the ſuperior ſervants in 
the. civil branch ſo aver e, perhaps through want of retolution, to abridge the officers of any 
emolument, that a remonſtrance from the army never failed to convince the Governor and 
Council of the impropriety of ſuch a redution.—It muſt be remembered, that the accom- 
pliſhing this buſineſs was one of the principal points of reformation preſſed upon Lord Clive 
in the year 1764, when, at the requeſt of a General Court of | Proprietors of Eaſt-India 
Stock, he was prevailed upon to accept once more the government of Bengal (a). With re- 
ſolution and diſintereſtedneſs he ſteadily purſued, from the hour of his arrival at Calcutta, 
ſuch meaſures as ſeemed beſt calculated to effect the great purpoſes. of his appointment ; and 
the tranquillity of the country being the neceſſary ground-work of all other permament re- 
gulations, he concluded, as ſoon as poſſible, a general peace throughout the provinces, upon 


- 


terms both honourable and advantageous to the Company. 
The war being ended, it was judged proper to withdraw our forces from the. dominions 
of our new ally, Sujah Dowla, and to quarter them at ſuch places, and in ſuch diviſions, 
as would not only be moſt conducive to « 6: health of the ſoldiers, but moſt convenient for 
furniſhing detachments, which from time to time might be required to aſſiſt in the collec- 
tion of the revenues, or to march upon other accidental ſervices. The whole army was re- 
gimented, agrecably to the plan propoſed by Lord Clive, and approved of by the Company, 
before his Lordſhip embarked for India, It was alſo divided into three brigades, each bri- 
gade conſiſting of one regiment of European infantry, one company of artillery, fix batta- 
lions of ſeapoys (or black infantry) and one troop of black cavalry, with field officers in 
Proportion, X W 5 
The firſt brigade was ordered to garriſon Monghyr (300 miles from Calcutta) under the 
command of - Lieutenant Colonel Sir Robert Fletcher, in the abſence of Brigadier General 
Carnac, who had been called down to the Prefidency, to take his ſeat at the Select Commit- 
tee, of Which the Court of Directors had appointed him a member. The' third brigade, 
commanded by Colonel Sir Robert Barker, _ cantoned at Bankipore near Patna, about = 
miles

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miles beyond Monghyr, and the ſecond brigade, commanded by Colonel Smith, was ſta. 
tioned at Allahabad, 200 miles beyond Patna, by the earneſt defire of the King, and Sujah 
Dowla, in order to ſecure them againſt the invaſion of the Morattoes, until they ſhould 
have ſefficiently recruited their own army, which the length of the late war had ſt en-

before the regimenting of the troops, rded a favourable opportunity for carrying into 
execution he — 's — relative to the reduction of the batta. Orders were 
accordingly iſſued by the Select Committee to the following effect, viz. That on the 1ſt of 
January 1766, the double batta ſhould ceaſe, excepting with the ſecond brigade, which, on 
account of the high price of proviſions at Allahabad, and the expence of procuring the ne- 
ceſſary European articles at ſo great a diſtance from the Preſidency, were to be allowed the 
double batta in the field, and the old original . batta in cantonments or in E until 
they ſhould be recalled within'the provinces. For the ſame reaſons, half fingle batta was to 
be continued to the troops at Patna and Monghyr ; but the reſt of the army, not engaged in 
actual ſervice, we mean the detachments at the at ſubordinate factories, and 


other places, were to be put preciſely on a footing with the Company's forces on the coaſt of 


Choromandel ; that is to ſay, they were to have no batta at all. = 

The officers had been too ſucceſsful in their remonſtrances againft former orders of the like 
nature, to omit preferring” them upon this occaſion, The poſitive commands of the Com- 
PORN however, urgod to them in reply; nor did. Lord Clive and the Select Committee 


atter them with any hopes that the indulgence of double batta would be prolonged beyond 


the time limited. The reduction accordingly took place on the ficſt day of the new year; 
the gentlemen of the army, with whatever reluctance, thought 1 the preſent to 
acquieſce; and all complaint, ſeemed to have entirely ſubſided. But this was only an ap- 
pearance of ſubmiſſion”; private meetings and conſultations. were held upon the ſubject in 
each brigade ; ſecret committees were formed, under the denomination of Free Maſons 
lodges, and- means of obtaining redreſs deviſed, which ſeemed to have no other alternative 
than a mutiny ot the whole army, conſiſting of above 20, ooo men, and, in conſequence, 
the extirpation of the Engliſh Company in Bengal. They had no idea, perhaps, that things 
could come to ſuch extremities; their meaſures were calculated 1 compelling the ad- 
miniſtration to a renewal of the batta, by a general reſignation of their commiſſions, with- 
out regarding the probable conſequences to themſelves, or to the public; and unanimity, 
= doubted not, would enſure ſucceſs. © fs | | 
his alarming combination was originally planned in December 1765, or January 1766, 
at Monghyr, and from thence propoſed to the captains. and ſabalterns of the ad and 3d bri- 
gene The firſt letter that appears to have been written, was to the officers in garriſon at 
Uahabad, who immediately had a meeting to debate the matter; at this meeting a letter 
was alſo produced from the third brigade. But before they determined upon an anſwer to 
either, they wrote to a detachment of their own brigade, encamped at Corah; who, conſi- 


dering themſelves upon actual ſervice, replied, That they could not in honour immediately 


join in the defection; but that, after the expiration of their preſent ſervice, they would not 
continue to hold their commiſſions to the prejudice of thoſe gentlemen who ſhould . 
The officers of the ſame corps at Allahabad, being on duty in a frontier garriſon, concluded 
he were as much upon actual ſervice as thoſe employed in the field, and therefore concurred 
with the reſolution of the Corah detachment. Such was the purport of the anſwer ſem to 
the third brigade, with a requeſt that it might be communicated by them to the firſt. This 
ſtate of neutrality, however, was not long preſerved : the ſentiments of honour in the ſe- 
cond brigade ſoon gave way to the general infatuation, as if the number of actors ſufficiently 
juſtified the action; and theſe gentlemen, who in the beginning were reſtrained by ſome 
degtee of principle, greẽ in the end as outrageous, and went even greater lengths than ei- 
ther of the other two brigades. nod 07 engen

In each brigade a committee of correſponde ce was appointed, wath fall authority to an- 


{wer all letters that might come from their aſfodfates, and to 2 to, as well as to propoſe, 
ſuch meaſures as they thould think proper. Near two hundred commiſſions of captains and 
ſubalterns were in a ſhort time collected, and lodged in the hands of the adjutants and 
quarter maſters, in order to be delivered to the commanding officers of the reſpecti ve bri- 
gades, on the firſt of June, which was the day fixed upon for the general reſignation ; 
though, to give a colour of moderation to their proceedings, they determined to make an 
offer of theſt ſerviees as volunteers till the 15th of the ſame month, by which time they 


imagined a final anſwer might be obtained from Lord Clive, or the Select Committee, in 


their favour, All officers upon detached parties, of whom there were a conſiderable num- 
ber in various and diſtant parts of the country, were written to by their particular friends, 
or in the name of the brigade to which they belonged, earneſtly preſſing them to enter into 
the combination, and not to divulge the affair. With regard to thoſe who were preſent 


doing duty with their reſpective brigades, they bound themſelves by a ſolemn oath to ſecre- 


ey, and kept it ſo ſtrictly, that even the field officers upon the ſpot entertained not th- leaſt 
ſuſpicion of what was going forward. They were likewiſe ſworn to preſerve, even at the 


hazard of their own lives, the life of any officer whom the rigour of a court martial might

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condemn to death. But in order, as far as poſſible, to avoid incurring the penalties of mu- 
tiny and defertion, they determined to refuſe their uſual advance of pay for the month of 
une. r .

As an expedient to prevent any recantation in this conſpiracy, each officer bound himſelf 
in a penalty bond of £.500 not to re- accept his commiſſion, if offeted, except upon condi- 
tion of having the allowance of double batta reſtored (5) : and, to obviate the misfortune of 
Lord Clive's proving ſo reſolute as to reject their demands, a ſubſcription was raiſed amongſt 
themſelves, each ſubſcribing in proportion to his rank: beſides which, a confiderable ſum is 
ſaid to; have been, contributed privately. by gentlemen in the civil ſervice, in aid of the mili- 
tary. cauſe. Theſe, monics, ther with ſuch forfeitures of the £.500 penalty abovemen- 
tioned as might be incurred an levied, were to. eſtabliſh a fund for the maintenance of. thoſe 
who ſtood, in need of it, in caſe all the commiſſions ſhould be accepted, or of thoſe who 
might be pointed out as principals, and diſmiſſed the ſervice, even though the army in gene- 
ral ſhould. be requeſted to reſume their commiſſions, and the double batta be re-eftabliſhed 
upon its former footing. By the ſame means the expences of their voyage to Europe were to 
be defrayed, and commiſſions of equal rank purchaſed in the King's regiments ; to which they 
9 5 ſuppoſed their mode of relinquiſhing the Company's ſervice would prove the leaſt ob- 
on. | | | | 
The plot. was thus ripening, when a circumſtance occurred, which could not but inſpire 
them with additional hopes of ſucceſs, fince it ſeemed to prognoſticate an occafion for the 
ſervice of at leaſt one entire brigade, about the very time Keel upon for the general reſigna- 
tion. The circumſtance alluded to, was the ſudden approach of between fifty and Rory 
thouſand Morattoes towards the frontiers of Corah, about one hundred and fifty miles from 
Allahabad ; and whether their intentions were to invade the provinces, or to march to Del- 
hi, was yet unknown; at all events, however, it was judged expedient, that Colonel Smith, 
with the whole of the ſecond brigade (except the European regiment, which it was not 
thought proper to riſk in the field during the exceſſive heats of April and May, and which 
therefore was left to do garriſon duty at Allahabad) ſhould take paſt at e where he 
was accordingly ordered to encamp, and obſerve the motions of the ſuſpected army. 
Sach was the ſituation of affairs in March; 1766, when Lord Clive and General Carnac 
ſet out from Calcutta, in order to regulate, with Mr. Sykes (reſident at the Nabob's court) 
the collections of the revenues, at Muxadavad and Patna, for the year enſuing; to receive 
from Sujah Dowla the balance due of the fifty laaks of rupees (4.600,000) ſtipulated by treaty 
in Auguſt. 1765; and to hold a congreſs with thoſe. Princes of the empire who were deſirous 
of forming alliances to preſerve themſelves and the Company from the incurſions of the Mo- 
rTattocs. | | * 
Lord Clive arrived early in April 1766 at Muxadavad, and was now adjuſting the ſtate of 
the revenues of Bengal, which was to complete his buſineſs at the city, when he received a 
letter, dated the 19th of that month, from Mr. Verelſt, a gentleman in council at Calcut- 
ta, encloſing a remonſtrance from the officers of the third brigade, relative to the reduction 
of the batta; repreſenting. in very exaggerated terms the high price of proviſions, neceſſa- 
ries, &c. and requeſting that the. late double allowance might be continued. The board 
thought proper to defer ſending an anſwer to this until they could obtain Lord Clive's ſenti- 
ments thereupon, He, without delay, communicated his opinion to Mr, Verelft ; That the 
'remonſtrance, if it had not been tranſmitted through the 1 officer, nor accom- 
anied with a letter to the Governor and Council, ſhould be ſent to Colonel Sir Robert Bar- 
| Pic for his information, acquainting-him at the fame time, That the board did not intend to 
take any other cognizance of a paper ſo irregularly brought before them. But, left it might 
have been regularly tranſmitted, Lord Clive propoſed in that caſe, that an anſwer ſhould be 
t, fimilar to that already given to the like remonſtrances, which had been made when the 
orders for ſtriking off the batta were iſſued; with this addition however, That it was obſer- 
ved, the paper was ſubſcribed by ſeveral Lieutenants of the ſeapoy battalions, who have each 
an extra allowance of two rupees per diem, which, with their pay and fingle batta (amount- 
ing in the whole to 248 rupees, or C. 30. 155. 2d. 4 ring per month) could not be 
deemed an uncomfortable ſubſiſtence. A copy of the remo ſtrance, and alſo an extract of 
Lord Clive's letter to Mr. Verelſt, upon the ſubject, are inſerted in the Appendix No. f C.

Although a table of the price of proviſions and European articles cannot with any preciſion 
be aſcertained, yet it may not be improper to remark; That the former are much cheaper in 
Bengal than on the coaſt of Choromandel, where double batta was never known; that the 
latter are dearer only in proportion to the ſmall difference of diſtance between thoſe two 
places and Great Britain; and that the expence of tranſporting neceſſaries from Calcutta 
to any part of Bengal cannot be ſo great as on the coaſt of Choromandel, becauſe the whole 
country is interſected with navigable rivers. Luxury indeed is boundleſs; and hence ariſe 
the imaginary wants, and the real diſtreſſes, of officers on the 1 eſtabliſunment. The 
diſtribution of pay and allowances, Appendix No. 3, will give a juſt idea of the advantages 
accruing to military gentlemen in the ſervice of the Englith Company in that part = India;

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advantages much greater, it is preſumed, than thoſe of any other forces in any part of the 
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Hitherto no ſuſpicion had ariſen of the intended refignation, as even this laſt remon- 
ſtrance was perfectly ſilent on that head. It was not till the 28th of the ſame month (April) 


late in the evening, that Lord Clive received any advices whatſoever of the mutinous reſo. 


lution that had been ſeveral months in agitation; and it is to be obſerved, That the firſt in- 
formation came ſrom Lieutenant Colonel Sir Robert Fletcher, who in a letter, dated Mong- 
hyr, 25th April, acquainted his Lordſhip, that the officers of the firſt brigade ſeemed reſol- 
ved on another atteinpt for the recovery of the batta; tliat their commiſſions were to be ſent 
to him at the end of the month, together with a letter, informing him, that they would not 
draw any pay for the month of May, but would continue to ſerve until the affair ſhould be fi- 
nally determined for or againſt them. To give a farther inſight into the matter, he incloſed 
a letter he had the day before received from Sir Robert Barker, together with a copy of his 
anſwer. Theſe three letters are entered in the Appendix No. 4, 5, and 6, as alſo Lord Clive's

In the abovementioned letter from Sir Robert Barker to Sir Robert Fletcher, is men- 
tioned a quarrel between two officers at Bankipore ; their names were Duff and Davis, the 
former a captain, the latter an enſign, in the third brigade. At a general court martial, 
which had been' held upon one of theſe gentlemen, in conſequence of the ſetting fire to the 
quarters, it appeared that the diſpute aroſe from enſign Davis's refuſing to give up his com- 
miſſion to captain Duff, who would have forced it from him. Sir Robert Barker, upon 


examining into the reaſon of ſo ſtrange a trariſation, to his great ſurpriſe became acquainted 


with the combination, which had been formed in the third * uring his abſence upon 
an expedition to Bettea. This premature diſcovery very much diſconcerted the officers, as 
the firſt of June had been fixed upon for the general reſignation; and it was not propoſed 
that their intentions ſhould tranſpire before that day. It now however became neceſſary for 
them to make ſome alteration in their plan, in order that Lord Clive, and the Select Com- 


mittee ſhould not have time to counteract and defeat it. The firſt and third ws aa ac- 


cordingly reſolved to reſign on the firſt of May; but the ſecond brigade, being at ſo great 
a diſtance, could not receive information of this change of meaſures early enough to re- 
ſign on the ſame day, though the mutinous ſpirit broke out in camp within a week after. 
The ſucceeding 1 to that which brought the intelligence from Sir Robert Fletcher 
to Lord Clive, brought a letter dated from the camp, at Corah, the 15th of April, ſigned 
Full Batta, to an officer of the ſecond brigade, who had attended his Lordſhip from Cal - 
cutta, and was then with him at Mutejyl. The contents of this very extraordinary letter (c) 
was immediately communicated to Lord Clive, who was now fully convinced that the com- 
bination was general, though he judged it was not likely that fo conſiderable a number of 
thinking men thould long continue unanimous in a coſe, not only highly criminal in itſelf, 
but which, upon failure of ſucceſs, would involve many of them in inevitable ruin. Some 
tew there. might be to whom comfortable fortunes, already acquired in the ſervice, might 
render the reſignation of their commiſſions a matter of indifference ; but many, on the con- 
trary, he knew there were, whole circumftances, whoſe youth, or whoſe extravagance, could 
not bear that they ſhould voluntarily deprive themſelves of the only means of preſent ſub- 
fiſtence, and be aſſo cut off from every proſpect of obtaining an happy independency. How 
far indeed the reſolution of men made deſperate by diſappointment and impending ruin might 
be carried, could not eafily be determined : the troops might follow their example, and a 


general mutiny enſue : an armed force from the coaſt, or from England, would in that caſe, 


perhaps, have been the only remedy left. On the contrary, to grant a requeſt, demanded as 
it were ſword in hand, would have been a condeſcenſion, not only repugnant to the character 
he had hitherto ſupported, and ſubverſive of his authority as Governor and Commander in 
Chief, but might have heen attended with the worſt of evils; for when threats in this in- 
ſtance ſhould have been found ſucceſsful, ſubordination and diſciplins would have been openly 
diſavowed, demands of a more exorbitant and ſerious nature might have followed, the civil 
government might at length have been totally overthrown by the military, and the very ex- 


iſtence of the Company in Benaal deſtroyed. Subſniſſion therefore on the part of Lord Clive 


would not bear a moment's deliberation. He had a few officers in his ſuite whom he could 
depend upon; a few others he concluded might be had from Calcutta, and the out factories; 


and ſome of the free merchants, it was imagined, would, in caſe of neceſſity, accept of 


commiſſions, - He determined likewiſe to leave the city as ſoon as the important bufinels he 
was tranſacting would permit, and to endeavour to reach Monghyr before the 15th of May. 
By theſe means he was in no doubt of being able to retain command over the ſoldiers, till a 
corps of officers could arrive from the Piefilency of Fort St. George. 


ord Clive, General Carnac, and Mr. Sykes, forming a committee, met in conſultation 

on the morning of the 29th, and determining that the demands of the army ought not to be 
complied with, diſpatched an expreſs (4) to the Council at Calcutta, requeſting they would 
without delay acquaint the government of Madraſs with the diſpofitian of the officers, 
and ꝓreſi them to iflue orders to as many captains and ſubalterns, as could poffihly .

A few hours, however, brought him a letter from Sir Robert Barker, dated the 27th of 
April (g, which convinced him, that the third brigade was as unanimous as the firſt 3 in his 
anſwer (50, he directed Sir Robert Barker to find out, if poſſible, the perſon in whoſe hands 
the commiſſions were depoſited ; to put in arreſt thoſe officers whoſe condu& could come un- 


der the conſtruction of mutiny, and to detain them priſoners at Bankipore, till a general 


court martial of field officers could be ſummoned; ſiuce a trial by their comrades would have 
been very ineffectual, and it was too evident, that unleſs the ſeverity of martial law were 
exerted to puniſh the principal inſtigators of this combination, thete would ſoon be an end of 
diſcipline in the army, and of authority in the Eaſt-India San over all their ſeryants. 
The like inſtructions were at the ſame time ſent to Colonel Smith, and to Sir Robert Flet- 
cher (i). In the xp of theſe letters, is mentioned a letter ſigned Firſt Brigade. It 
was addreſſed to captains Fred.

Iu the mean time 
they ſent forward a few offioers to Sir Robert Barker, with orders, in caſe their preſence

Neither the officers nor the men at Bankipore behaved in ſo tumultuous a manner as thoſe 
at Monghyr. The reſignation indeed took place at the ſame time; but a much greater pro- 
portion of "officers remained with Sir Robert Barker than with Sir Robert Fletcher, and fo 
much cooler had they grown upon reflection, that many more would have returned to their 
duty, had they not been apprehenſive that ſome of the ringleaders would be called to aceount 
by a court martial; at Which thoſe who retracted might be obliged to officiate, contrary to 
the oath that bound them to protect the lives of each other (4). As to his European regi- 
ment, it conſiſted chiefly of ne recruits, who ſhewed not the leaſt diſpoſition to be trouble- 
ſome—his chief deficiency was in artillery officers.

upon; but as captain Goddard's information before the Council contains a full relation of

the rules and cuſtoms of the army, as well as by the letter of military law. Lord Clive 
did not therefore make any reply to this laſt propoſal, but wrote as follows to the gentle-

It has not in the courſe of our narrative appeared, nor have we ſeen it on the trial at- 

tompted to be proved, that Sir Robert Fletcher gave any information to his Colonel, or to 
the commander in chief (previous to his letter to Lord Clive, dated the 25th of April) that 
the officers had entered into a Fe combination to reſign their commiſſions, and even 
that letter was not written till Colonet Sir Robert Barker had taken the alarm, as appears 
by his letter to Sir Robert Fletcher of the 21ſt (Appendix No. 5.) , 

Sir Robert Fletcher, in his letter of the 14th of ay, tells Dre Clive, that fo long 
2g0 as January he heard, © the whole were to form a plan of quitting the brigades without 
giving any warning.” This ſurely was a combination of a very alarming nature, and the 
intelligence ought to have been communicated to the goyernor; but Sir Robert did not com- 
municate it even to his Colonel. Iu the month of June, when he finds that reports are cir- 
culating to his prejudice, he endeavours, by his letter to Lord Clive, dated the 22d, to in- 
validate thoſe repoſts; and, amongſt other arguments, in vindication of his conduct, ad- 
vances the following : “ As for the combination itſelf, it Was near the end of April before l 
* knew any thing of it.“ How are theſe palpable contradictions to be reconciled ? Let us

vice, and at the diſtance of eight hundred miles from the prefidency. But he did not divulge 
the intentions of the brigade under his own command at Monghyr, till the 25th of April 
(fix days only before the 055 fixed upon for the reſignation) when he wrote to Lord Clive, 
mentioning the intended reſignation of the officers of the firſt brigade; as a meaſure which 
ſeemed likely to take place, and which had juſt then only come to his knowledge; and even that 
letter was not written till after he had received Sir Robert Barker's of the 21ſt, by which 
he found the plot was prematurely diſcovered at Patna, and would of courſe be immediate- 
ly communicated by others, if not by him.

Lord Clive to Sir Robert Fletcher, 
thought proper to expreſs himſelf ſatisfied. -; Can any man, however, imagine that Lord 
Clive was really ſatisfied? Was not Lord Clive, on the morning of his arrival, informed 
by captains Smith and Prarſon, that captain Goddard and others àaccuſed their lieutenant 
colonel of having been the principal inſtigator of the defection, and that they were deſirous 
of an opportunity to prove the truth of their allegation ? After ſuch intelligence, Which, 
at the ſame time that it threw a new and great light upon Sir Robert Fletcher on confeſ-

miſhons (to the amount of fifty) in a letter of refignation to the governor and council, As 


the letter met me upon the road, I peruſed and forwarded it, reſerving the pacquet of com- 
miſſions in my own hands, to reſtore them as occaſion. might require. The captains, in- 

deed, I am determined ſhall all be diſmiſſed, but moſt of the uhalterns, excepting choſe 
who are double poſted and attached to the ſeapoys, may be reſtored to the ſervice, if they 
can be brought to a juſt ſenſe of duty and honour. The gentlemen of the firſt brigade have 
thought proper to conduct themſelves in a ſimilar manner, and forty at leaſt of them have 
ſent in their commiſſions to Sir Robert Fletcher, acquainting him that they ſhall draw no 
pay for this month, but will ſerve as volunteers till the 15th inſtant, when they are reſolved 
to quit, unleſs the old allowance of double batta be reſtored to them. The encloſed copy of 
a letter from the governor and council to Sir Robert Fletcher, will fully inform you of our 
invariable refolution upon this occaſfion,. The fame will undoubtedly be perievered in with 
regard to Sir Robert Barker's brigade. I have been thus particular, in order that you might 
not be unacquainted with the proceedings below, as they may enable you to foreſeo the con- 
ſequences of a like combination amongſt the officers of your brigade, It is confidently aſ- 
ſerted that every officer under your command, except two, haye ſigned an agreement to re- 
fign, from the ſame motives urged at Patna and onghyr. But as you are entirely ſilent 
upon the fuhject, and the troops upon actual ſervice, I entertain ſome hopes that the gentle- 
men with you have more honour than to join in ſuch a mutinous and unmilitary aſſoclation. 
It is neceffaty, however, that you ſhould be prepared how to act upon ſo diſagreeable an 
event, if it ould happen. hilſt an enemy threatens, to approach, I conclude it rd 
impracticable to part with your officers, ſince their commiſſions cannot be inſtantly ſupplied. 
In caſe, therefore, the Morattoes ſhould till appear to intend an invaſion, or in caſe you ap- 
prehend a mutiny among the troops, but in no other caſe, you have my authority to make 
terms with the officers of your hay xx upon their tendering their commiſſions. The criti- 
cal juncture will, I think, render fuch a ſubmiſſion on your part unavoidable for the preſent, 
if they ſhould dare to take ſuch a ſtep, which I ſhould imagine they would not, as they are 
now in the field, and Way ny recewe double batta. Beſides, it is hardly to be ſuſpec- 
ted that they would expoſe themſelves to the hazard of a general court martial, by ae 

theix poſts in the very face of the enemy; although their not having entered into a contra 
to ſerve for a limited time may, by conſtruction of the mutiny act, which certainly ſuppoles 
ſuch a contract to ſubſiſt, give them hopes of eſcaping the ſeverity of martial la W. 

I have written to all abſent officers, who have not ſigned their NO, to meet me at 
Monghyr, provided they are not concerned in the combination. I am haſtening thither 
with fourteen or fifteen, who will be ſtaunch in the cauſe of diſeipline; and on my arrival I 
am reſalved to diſpateh every captain to Calcutta. A captain, a captain lieutenant, and an 
enſign, of Sir Robert Barker's brigade, and a captain lieutenant of Sir Robert Fletcher's, 
have been put under arreſt as principals, and are now on their voyage to the preſidency, where 
I propoſe they ſhall remain priſoners, till a council of field officers determine what farther 
proceſs ſhould be had againſt them. To give way to o mutinous 2 ſpirit, except in Jour 
particular fituation, were to ſubvert all military ſubordination, ſu erſede the civil authority, 

and finally to relinquiſh the Company's valuable „ in Bengal. 5 0 
A very unexpected event came to our knowledge the night before laſt; this was no other 
than the death of the Nabob. On the 6th inſtant he paid us a viſit at Sydokbaug, and was 


then 
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then much out of order: on the 8th he died of that ſort of fever which affects the noſe. No 
diſturbances however, can ariſe : Syfa Dowlah, the next brother, will, I ſuppoſe, be put 
upon the Muinud, as ſoon as Mr. Sykes receives orders from Calcutta to that purpoſe, and 
in the mean time the affairs of the government will be carried on, as, uſual, by the miniſtry. 

Before I conclude, I muſt again mention that you are not to make any terms with the diſ- 
contented officers of your brigade, _ the oa ſhould be marching againſt you, 
and except you have good reaſon to conclude that a mutiny of the men will be the conſe- 
quence of the deſertion of their officers, 85

Some have been very troubleſome, and particularly thoſe whom I have all along ſuſpec- 
ted, and whoſe confidence I uſed every art to gain, in cab laſt, when I heard that the 
whole were to form a plan of quitting the brigades, without giving any warning, I even 
went ſo far as to approve of ſome of their ſchemes, that they might do nothing without my 
knowledge. Several had this morning agreed to remain, at my requeſt ; but the reſt began 
to ſuſpect them, and they told me they were really in danger of their lives, if they did not

and indeed, had no ſuch promiſe been made, the exception is in itſelf ſo equitable, chat 
we could not reaſonably have rejected it, if an application bad been made on that head, by 
any who had not deviated from their duty, Our abſolute determination now is, that the 
accompanying contract ſhall be executed without delay, by every officer reſpectively who 
reſigned the ſervice; and you are hereby directed to cauſe the ſame to be executed accord- 
ingly figaifying in public orders, an exception for the gentlemen who did not refign, as a 
teſtimony of the ſenſe we entertain of their honourable and ſpirited conduct. You will, 
however, inform them, that if they have no objection to join in the meaſure, the governor 
and council will conſider their compliance as a farther mark of their zeal for the ſervice ; 
and the example ſet by you, will, we doubt not, have the deſired effect. 

The officers in general are to be aſſured, that no officer ſhall ever be refuſed leave to re- 
ſign, except in ſuch a caſe as lately happened, where there appears a combination to diſtreſs 
the ſervice, and to force the governor and council into terms; or where the requeſt is made 
with a view to evade an enquiry into any preceding miſcondu ct.

I have now 


the pleaſure to inform you, that a ſhip is arrived from Europe, and brings a confirmation that 


all Roſtilities are entirely at an end, and that the principal articles of a peace are agreed on; 
ſo that there is no doubt but the treaty. of peace will be fully and completely ſettled in a ſhort 


tune. As theſe principal articles contain only the heads of the agreement, and are not fully 


and particularly explained, I cannot yet ſay exactly how the affairs in India are to be ad-

juſted; but it appears to me, that we are to reſtore to the French their annual factories, in 


the condition they now are, and the French renounce all pretenſions to ſuch countries as they 
had, or pretended to have had, grants for, from the princes: of India, ſince the commence- 
ment of the late war, but the Engliſh are not limited or reſtrained in that reſpect. All theſe 
particulars wilt doubtleſs be fully explained in the definitive treaty of peace, which I expect 
to receive this ſeaſon, and I will then write to you more fully; in the mean time, I rejoice 
extremely, that, by this treaty, the Engliſh arc in no wiſe reſtrained from aſſiſting and pro- 
testing their friends and allies.

I am ſorry to acquaint. you, Gentlemen, that the quantity of work which has been exe- 
; cuted fince the beginning of May 1767, to the preſent time, is by no means adequate to 
the amount of pay to artificers, coolies, &c. This evidently has proceeded from the bad * 
methods which have been fallen upon to ſupply the neceſſary artifleers- required from time to 
time, and the want of power in the engineet᷑ to retain the ſame workmen conſtantly in the | 7 
ſervice, Had other. meaſures been adopted, I can venture to affirm, that the buildings 1 
would have been in much greater forwardneſs than at preſent, 1 muſt therefore take the li- „ 
berty of recommending, in the ſtrongeſt manner, the abſolute neceſſity there is for having #8 
the works finiſhed with the beſt artificers the country produces; as thoſe which are now em- 
<ployed; excepting a very few only, are the very refuſe of Muxadavad and Coffimbuzar : in 
particular, good bricklayers are moſt wanting; for upon them, in a great meaſure, depends, 
not only the future expences of workmen, but the time in which the cantonments will be fi- 
niſhed. I muſt_ likewiſe further recommend, that the engineer, who is entruſted with the 
execution of thoſe great and expenſive. buildings, ſhould himſelf be made anſwerable for 
© keeping the ſame artificers conſtantly employed; and, that he may be enabled to retain them 
in the ſervice, a company of ſeapoys be put under his direction, and remain at Burrampore. 
If the names of the principal workmen, the places of their habitations, the jemedaars un- 
der whom they live, and thoſe of their, reſpective purgunnahs, be entered in a book; few 
of them can then hope to quit the works with impunity : after ſuch regulations have taken 
place, I would: then adyiſe à change to be immediately made in the manner of carrying on 
the brickwork; and that the carpenters, ſawyers, and ſmiths, be as ſoon as poſſible furniſhed 
with tools, made after European maſters; and that the Engliſh method of working be intro- 
duced. Experience has taught me, that at leaſt two fifths of the pay to workmen will by this 
means be ſaved, and the buildings finiſhed in nearly half the time; but if the preſent mode 
of ſupplying artiſicers, and, hich is a conſequence of it, the preſent ſyſtem of working be 
continued, I can venture to affirm, that the cantonments at Burrampore will not be com- 
+ pleted: in four years, from the iſt of July 1768. Theſe aſſertions are not grounded upon 
any kind of ſuppoſition, but ariſe from calculations made between the work that has been 
done, to that Which remains behind. I have thought it my duty to be thus explicit, as I am 
very confident two. lacks and a half may. be ſaved to the Company, by following fuch mea-

Par. 66. —— Our next general advices were by the Admiral Pocock, and in the 18th para- 
graph of the letter we tranſmitted you, by her, we remarked to you the ſlow progreſs of the 
cantonments at Burrampore, near Coſſimbuzar; at the ſame time we gave you hopes that we 
ſhould be able to ſend you a more favoutable account of their ſtate by the ſhips of this ſeaſon : 
we are ſorry to inforin you, that we have been greatly diſappointed in thoſe hopes; and we 
2 here exhibit to your view a ſcene that gives us no leſs pain to relate than it will you to 
67. It was neceſſary to make an enquiry into the ſtate of theſe buildings, the cauſe of the 
{mall progreſs, and the great expence — had been attended with. The vigilance, attention, 
and diſpatch, with which captain Watſon, your field engineer, had ſhewn in conducting the 
buildings at Dinapore, near Patna, pointed him out to us as the moſt proper to inſpeCt into 
the ſtate of thoſe at Burrampore; he was accordingly ordered from + Patna for this purpoſe, 
and to lay before us a full account of their condition, the time he imagines they would be 
finiſhed in, and the further expence it would coſt to complete them. In a ſhort time after 
he had entered upon this charge, he wrote a letter to the chief and council at Coffimbuzar, 
which they tranſmitted to us, of ſo alarming and ſerious an import, that they defired an in- 
quiry to be made into the allegations ſet forth in captain Watſon's letter. 2 

68. It evidently appeared from this letter of captain Watſon's, that there had been great 
e ee in conducting theſe works; and we had but too much reaſon to apprehend 
there had been more attention ſhewn to private emoluments than to py intereſt ; for it is 
pretty certain, that had the ſame. prices for materials continued to have been charged, the then 
future expences would have been upwards of ſeventeen lacks of rupees.. 

69. The principal articles of complaint were, the very high and exorbitant prices that had 
been affixed to the materials that were provided for the uſe of theſe cantonments : one parti- 
cular and extraordinary circumſtance was, a charge that was made for 4000 ſaul timbers, 
purchaſed of Mr. George Williamſon, at the rate of go ficca rupees each : theſe timbers 
were reported to have been ſurveyed by captain Martin, your chief engineer, in March 1766;

months of May 1966, and May 1767; yet, notwithſtanding, there were only two thouſand.
